In spite of tremendous difficulties, voluntary 
animal welfare workers are carrying on in war- 
torn Europe. They offer a classic example that 
man is, after all, a civilized being. 

Much is being done. In Englind, the home 
office has combined the various animal welfare 
bodies and animal homes under a national air 
raids precautions for animals committee. Un- 
der command of Colonel R. J. Story, D. S. O., as 
executive officer, regional workers have begun 
work in all boroughs of London, as well as the 
provincial danger zones. Mobile units have 
been organized so that workers in an area li- 
able to unusually serious air raids can be re- 
inforced by men and material from nearby 
sections. Guide books on air raid precautions 
for animals have been printed and are being 
distributed free, or at small cost. 

The work also goes forward at the front. The 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is assisting the royal army veterinary 
corps. And when London’s children were evac- 
uated, more than 600 pet animals and birds 
from various schools were labelled and also 
evacuated to sheltered spots.

It would call for a 
specialized, difficult and lengthy offensive. 

Rumania, on the other hand, both 
Germany and Russia the advantages of interior 
positions, marked original ) superiority 
and confronts the Allies with corresponding 
difficulties of long lines of communication, dif- 
ficult terrain and inability to shift large bodies 
of troops quickly. A very definite hint of this 
expectation of the allies may be found in the 
British emphasis in the last two weeks on the 
necessity of husbanding shipping resources, an 
action which would be unnecessary if the con- 
flict was to remain centered on the Franco- 
German border.

Editorial of the Day 


CERTAINLY NOT DEMOCRATIC 
(From The Detroit Free Press) 

President William .Green, of the American 
Federation of Labor, condemns the NLRB ruling 
that the 115,000 miners employed by 202 anthra- 
cite operators in Pennsylvania constitute a single 
unit for collective bargaining, 

Mr. Green says the board’s decision is a blow 
at democracy, and is contrary to the principles 
of the labor act because it keeps workers from 
selecting their own labor representatives, Without 
doubt the AFL head could put up some substantial 
arguments in support of these contentions, 

The ruling has a strong dictatorial flavor, and 
it does not support what in another field is known 
as local self-government. 

But at the moment no way of contesting the 
board’s action through legal procedure seems to 
exist, anyhow not if the recent ruling by the 
United States supreme court in the west coast 
longshoremen’s case, that certification orders ol 
the NLRB are not subject to court review, means 
what it appears to mean. 

Regardless of juStice or injustice, the National 
Labor Relations Board’s decision is final and 
binding, and there is just one evident way ot 
ending this sort of autocratic administration, That 
way is through amendment of the Wagner act. 

The board action in the longshoremen’s case 
and in the anthracite case are two urgent reasons 
why revision of the law ought to take place at 
once, and should be made thorough-going.
